Not Lent 


f>y Bcrrey, 


Thomas Dunn, chief yeoman' at the 


Uplted States naval Station, was yes- 
terday committed to the circuit court 
iotijnallclous injury by Judge Llnd- 
s^y..

arid "damaging the phaeton. , Berrey 
testlfled'that Dunn had admitted to, him 
taking the horse without permission, 
saylng,that he simply wanted it to go 
to,'town and hadn't time to wait for'a 
.car, ' 


Oa cross examination the defendant 


attempted to show" that Berrey was 
'simply using the criminal courts to 
copect a civU debt for damages. Berrey 
admitted' under cross examination that 
he was willing to drop the prosecution 
if Dunn had paid him for the damages, 
He had agreed to do this because 
Dunn' said <his wife was nervous and 
didn't want any trouble^ 
He admit- 


ted also that he had agreed to settle 
for $18Q which was what the horse had 
cost him and that everything had been 
satisfactory until Dunn had refused 
to'pay the amount 


The defense was that the horse and 


buggy were not injured maliciously 
and, that the defendant had agreed to 


damages.

Judge Robinson's decree in the case 


of Sophie H. Kahaleaahu ys. Manuel 
S. Perelra and 8. Kobayaahl is /evened 
by a unanimous opinion of the Supreme 
Court;1 written by Chief Justice Frear. 
The case was submitted June 17, and 
decided November 12, 1903, ' 


In conversing about the decision yes-; 


terday evening Judge Bobtoson said 
It sustained him In asserting the right 
of the plaintiff to dower, and only re- 
quired amendment of his decree with 
regard to the time -from which the 
damages should be computed, . Hf« de- 
cree held It was from the husband's 
death, -.whereas the .Supreme 'Court 
makes It from date of demand. 


The syllabus and sonie extracts from 


the decision are given, below: 


" SYLLABUS OP.CP1NIPN. 


,A. suit for dower may be barred by 
the' general statute of limitations ap- 
plicable to actions .'for the recovery 
of land, but. the statute does not neces- 
sarily begin, to run from the death .of 
the'husband, as: for instance, when, 
as in this case, the' wjdoW is by the 
statute permitted' to .occupy with the 
heir, -without assignment of dower,- un- 
til the latter objects, and the land re- 
mained vacant and the heir and the 
widow Jived together on adjoining land, 
and the hjeir or.her grantee did not 
claim adversely, until nine years' after 
the husband's death. '.

Damages for -the detention of dower 


are allowed under the clrcnmstances 
only from the date of demand. 


STATEMENT'OF CASE. 


This is a suit in equity for assign- 


ment of dower and for damages for 
detention of- dower./ The plaintiff's 
brasband died intestate seized of the 
land Jn quesUon June 29, 1871, leaving 
a minor daughter as his only heir and 
the plaintiff as dowress. 
The land, 


which is situated jonLUiha street, Ho- 
nolulu;-was .then .vacant and remained 
so -until the daughter, haying come of 
age, -conveyed it-to one Naukana, Oc- 
tober 7, 1880. During that period, the 
widow and daughtei1 lived together on 
land? adjoining the land in question.

held that the plaintiff was entitled to 
dow'er 'and, finding that dower in the;

injury 'to the bwner,';ord*!red, It to"? .be 
paid in money, amounting to |51 
being the present worth, at the legal 
rate of interest, of one-third the In- 
come for the widow's expectancy.1 of 
life, and allowed further.the sum or 
$827.79 damages, being one-third the 
rents, and interest thereon, received 
under the two leases up to the time of 
the Interlocutory decree.

ant Pereira appealed. 


TITLE TO DOWER. 


The first question t is • whether "the 


plaintiff Is now entitled to dower at 
all. 
No question is raised as to 'the 


amount at which her .dower interest, 
if any, was valued. 
It is contended 


that her right 6f action accrued on 
the death of her husband, in 1871, and 
that therefore she is haired by the 
statute of' limitations, tiie period pre- 
scribed by which for real actions was 
twenty' years, at the time this suit 
was begun, In September, 1899. ' There 
Is much difference of opinion elsewhere 
as to whether general statutes of limi- 
tations are applicable to actions for 
dower (Bee 10 Am. & Ens. Enc. of 
Law, 2d Ed., 205; 19 Id. 180) 'and we 
have no special statute on the' subject; 
but In our opinion'the better rule is 
that the general statute does apply, 
and It-was so stated in Makauhana vs. 
Pua, 8- Haw. 651.

WHEN STATUTE BEGINS.
